Of Liserty of Discussion. 
HEN Chriftiamey, thar Ári 
& bet ofall thie means of hu- 
man tmprovement, was firit preach- 
ed, it was charged with turning the 
world upfide down. The Jeaders 
of Jewifhand Pagan eftablifhments 
were alarmed, and by oppofing the 
propagation òf it, converted reli- 
gion of peace and Jove into an oc“ 
cafion of violence and flaughter ; 
and thes verefled our Lora’s pri * 
hecy, that he was come hot to fend 
beast but a fword on carib. Allims 
was the effect of the mifapplication 
of the powers of government. In» 
fead of creating, they fhould have 
been employed in preventing. fuch 
mifchief, and been active only in 
taufiog the Chriftian caufe to reë 
teive a fair hearing, and guarding 
the propagators ot it againgt infule. 
-The like obferyvation may be 
made concerning the firit reformers, 
— What we all fee would have been 
tight in Pagan and Popifh governe 
men:s with refpeét to Chriftianity 
and the Reformation s, would it 
hot be now right in Chriftian or 
Proteftant governments, were any 
attempts made to propagate a new 
religion, orany doctrines advanced 
bppofite to thofe now held facred ! 
Such attempts, if unfapported by 
reafon and evidence, would foon 
tome to nothing, An importer 
tannot ftand the teft of fair and o- 
pen examination, On the contra- 
ty, the caufe of truth will certainly 
be ferved by ie. Maħometanifm 
would have funk as {Gon as it rofe, 
had no other force than,that of evi- 
dence been employed to propagate 
it; and it isan unfpeakable recom 
mendation of Chriftianity, that it 
made its moft enlightened periods, 
y evidence only, in oppofition to 


the ftrongeft exertions of civil: 


power, There cannot be a more 
Rriking proof, that nothing but 
fair difcuffion is nece Mary to fupprefs 
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error and to, propagate truth, I 
am grieved, indeed, whenever I 
find any Chriftians fhewing a dif- 
potion to call in the aid of civil 
River ta defend their religion. 

othing can be ymore-difgracefulto 
it. fit wants tuclf aid ic cannot 
be of God, Iš corruption and 
debafement took place~from the 
moment that civil power took it 
under its patronage ; and this cor- 
ruption and debaiement increafed, 
till at laft it was converted into a 
fyftem of abfurdity and {uperftition 
nore grofs aad more barbarous 
than Paganifm idelt.—The religi- 
on of Ch-ift difclaims all connedcti- 
on with the civil eftabl:thments of 
the world. It has tuffered infinite- 
ly by their friendthip. Inftead of 


filencing its opponents, let them 


be encouraged to produte their 
ftrongeft arguments againit it, 
Theexperience of Britain has lately 


fhewn that this will only caufleit-to- 


be better underftood & more firm- 
ly believed, ; 

I would extend thefe obfervati* 
Ons to all points of fanh, however 
facred they may be deemed. No- 
thing reafonable can fuff-r by dif- 
cofon., All doctrines really fa- 
cred muf be clear and incapable of 
being oppofed with fuceefs. If ci- 
vil authority interpofss, it will be 
to fupport lome mifconception or 
abule of chem, s» 

That immortal tendency of doc- 
trines which has been ‘urged as a 
reafon againt allowing the public 
difcuffion of them, may be either 
avowed and direct,. or only a con- 
fequence with which they are char- 
ged, If it 1s avowed and direst, 
fuch doctrifies certainly will not 
fpread. The principles rooted in 
human narore will refit them ; & 
the advocates of them will foon be 
difgraced. If, onthe contrary, it 
is only a conf: quence wih which a 
doctrine is charged, it fhould be 
co fidered how ape all parties are 
to charge the degtrincs tiey oppofe 
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with bad tendencies, ‘It is well 
known, that Calveniftsand Ariye 
nians, Trinitaridys and Socimians, 
Fatalifts and Freewillers, are cone 
tinually exclaiming. agaiaff. one . 
anothers Gpinions as dangerous and 
licentious, Even Chriftianity itè 
felf could not, atits feft introduc: 
tion, efcape this accufation, The. 
profe furs of it were confidered ak 
Atheifts, becaule they oppofed 
Pagan idolatry 5 and their religion 
was on thisatcount reckoned a de= 
ftruétive and pernicious enthufiafm. 
If, therefore, the rulers of a ftate 
are to prohibit the propagation of 
all doétrines in which they appres 
heod immoral tendencies, anopen 
ing will be made, as I have before 
oblerved, for every {pecies of per- 
fecurioni There wilt be no dota 
trine, however true and ihportant, 
the avowal of which will not in 
fome country or other, be fubjected 
to civil penatsiecs—U acoubredly, 
there are do@rities which have fuch 
tendencies. But the tendencies of 
fpeculative opinions have often ve- 
ry little effe&t on praétice; The 
Author of nature has planted inthe 
human mind principles andfeclings 
which will operate in oppofition to 
any theories that may ftem to con» 
tradiét them. Every fef, what- 
ever may be its tenets, has fome 
falvo for the nece(lity’ of virtue, 
The philofophers who hold that 
matter and motion have ho exift 
ence except in our own ideas, are 
capable of believing: this only in 
their cloféts, The fame is true of 
the plilofophers who hold that nọ- 
thing exifts but matterand motion; 
and ac the fame time teach, that ’ 
man has no fel determining pows 
er: thatan undlterable faie gou 
verns all things ; and chit no one 
is any thing that he can avoid bes 
ing, or does any thing that he can 
dvoid doing.— Thefe philof.pbers 
when they come out into the.world 
ait as, othe men do. Common 
funfs never fails to get the better 


t 


Of their theories; and I know that 
many. of them are fome of the beft 
men in the world, and the warp- 
eft friends to the ,true tntereflg of 
foviely. Though their dottrine 
may feem to furn'th an apology for 
vice, their practice is an exhibition 
of virtue ; anda government which 
would filence cheth would greacly 
injure itlelt.—Only overt adts of 
injuftice, violence or defamation, 
come properly under the cogni- 
zanceofcivil power, Werea per- 
fon now togo about Liondon, teach- 
ing, that ‘* property is founded in 
grace,” I ould; were I a niagif~ 
trate; let him alone while K: did 
nothing but teach, withoue being 
under any apprehenfiod than that 
he would foon find a lddging in 
Bedlam. But were he tv attempt 
to carry his do“trine into its confe- 
quencés by actually Realing, under 
the pretence of his right as a faint 
to the property of His neighbours, 
I fhould think it my duty to lay 
Hold of him asa félon, without re- 
garding the opinion from wh.thvhe 
acted. 

I am perfuaded; that few or no 
inconveniences would arife from 
fuch a libefty. If magiftrates will 

.do their duty d3 foon as violence 
begiss, or any overt acts which 
break the peace are cdmmitted, no 
great harm will arife from their 
keeping themfcl¢es neutral till then. 
Let, however, the contrary be fup- 
pofed. Letit be granted that ci- 
vif authority will in this cafe often 
be too late in its exertions; the jut 
- ¥nference will be, moc that the lie 
berty that F plead for ought notto 
be allowed ; but that there will be 
two evils, betwee which an option 
mult be trade, and che lest ot 
which muft Be preférred.—One is 
the evil joft metitioned.——-The 
other includes in itevery evil which 
can anle from making the rdlers 
of ftates judges of tue tendency of 
dorinnes, fubj&ing freedom of 
¢hquiry to the controul of their ige 
norance, & perpetuating da. kinefs, 
intolerance and ffavery, I need

An account of certain Bag ife pesple, wha 
in the year 3569 - making a voyage fo 
the Haft Indies, were caf away, and 
wrecked upon an uninhabited ifland, near 
the esah of Terra Auftralis Incognita, & 
all drowned except one man & four wo 
men. Given by Cornelius Van S cetten, 
Exptain of a Dutch foip. which was 
driven there by few! weather, in the year 
1667, who found their polkerity ( {peaking 
god Engiifh) to the amsunt of ten or 
twelve thufand fouls. 

C ERT AIN Enplith merchants, en- 

couraged by the great advantages 

arifing from the saltern commodities, ia 
the year £569, having obtained Gueen 
Big:beth’s royal licence, furnifhed out 
for the Baft Indies four Mips, of which 
conan Bopi was chofea factor, who 
embarked on the third of April, O. S. 
with his wife dad fathily. conGRing of a 
fon of 12 gear$ old, a daughter of 14, 
two maid fëryaats, a female negro flave, 
and George Pine, Kis book keeper, on 
board one of the faid hips, called: the 
Palt ladia Merchant, of 40 tons, being 
provided with all manner of nece(faries 
and coaveniéncts, in ordér to fettle a 
fattory theres 

By the 14th of May they Were fn fight 

of the Canaries; aud foon after arrived 
at the Cape de Verd Iflands, where they 


took in fome provifions for thelr voyage, . 


abd fleering their courfe fowth, and d 
point eaft, about the firk of Acguftcame 
to, the iflind of St. Hélena ¢ and having 
taken in fome frefh water, fet forward 
for the Cape of Gaod Hope, at which by 
God's bleffing they arrived fafe, having 
Hitherto met with no tempefuons or 
difapreeadle failing weather. vO 
But it pleafed God, when thcy were 
almoft im fight of St Lawrenee, (faid to 
be one of the large iflands im the world} 
they were overtaken by a great form of 
wind, which feparated them from the reft 
of thé (hips, and contind#d with fch 
violence for maoy days, that being driven 
oat of their knowledge, they loft all 
hopes of fafety The first of O€tober, 
about break of day, the fea continifing 
Very ftormy and tempefluots, they dif- 
covered land, which appeared high and 
rocky; and the nearer they approached 
to it, their fears inereafed, exoetting the 
ship would faddenly be dathed to pieces. 
The Captain, therefore, Mr. Englith, & 
fome others, got into the long boat, in 
hopes, by that means, to fave rhemfelves; 
and prefeatly after all the failors caf 
themlelves overboard, endeavowriip to 
fave their lives by fwimmiag ; but, pro- 
bably, they all perifhed ia the fea. 
` Mr. Pine, Mr Eng'ith's daughier, the 
two maid fervints, & Negro girl, were 
the only pe fons remaining on board the 
fhip; and thefe five perfons were mira 
Sniotily preferved z for after the ` fp 


rocks, being sow broken & quite foan- 
dered in the waters, they had with great 
difficulty gotten themfelves on the bow- 
fprit; which, briog broken off, was 
driven by the waves into a fmall ereek, 
Wherein fell a little river, which, being 
encompalfed by the rocks, was theltered 
from the wind, fo that they had oppor- 
tunity, though almolt quite fpent, to 
land themfelves. k 
Mr. Pine getting together fome rotten 


wood, made á fire with the affiftance of 


â tinder bu% he had in his pocket, by 
which they dried tbemfelves ;, and then 
Jeaving, the females, He went to fee if 
hë could find any of the fhip’s company 
that poffibly might have efcaped, but 
could fee none. At length, it drawing 
towards evening, he, with what hecould 
get from, the wreck, réturned to his 
fellow fufferers, who were very much 


troubled for want of him; he being”

They were afraid Ibat the wild peo; 


ple of the ifland (if there were any). 


might find them ovit; but could diflin- 
guith neither foorftep? nor paths. And 
the woods round about them being fill 
of briers and bramble?, they apprehend- 
éd too there might be-wild beafts so an- 
noy them, though they faw no marks 
of any. But above all, for want of food, 
they were afraid of being ftarved to 
death but God had otherwife provided 
for them. : a ; 
The wreck of the thip farniftied thei 
with many neceffaries, for getting toge 
ther fome broken pieces of boards and 
planks, fails and rigging, with the Help 
of poles, they made themfelves tents ; 
and having gotten wood for firing, and 
three or for fea gowaé to cover them, 
making the Negro their eentry, they 
flept foundly all night, having beea 
without fleep for feveral nights before. 
The next day, after being well re: 
frefhed with fleep, the wind ceafing, & 
the weathtr; being warm, they went 
down from the rocks on the fands at low 
water, where they fotind a great part of 
the, fhip’s lading, eithér on fhore, or 
floating near it. Mr. Pine, wich thé 
help oF his ecotbpanions, dragged moft 
of it on thore; and, unbiading the catks 
and chefls, and taKiog out the goods, 
they fecured all; fo that they wanted 
neither clothes, nor other neceffaries for 
houfe keeping; but the falt water had 
fpoited all the victuals, except oré cefk 
of bifcuit, which beiog tighter, & per- 
haps better fecured than the relt, was 
uodamaped : this ferved them for bread 
awhile, and a fowl cf about the bign: fs 
of a fwan, very hesvy and far, which by 
reafon of its weight ccuid nor fly, frv 
ed them for prifent fwdfilléuce The 
ponttry of the fhip by fome means get 
ting on fore, bred exceeding y, & were 


in the flags by a little river plenty of 
eggs of a fowl much like our ducks 
which were very nourifhiog food, fo that 
they wanted for nothing to keep ‘thet’ 
alive. it Se aa ae 

_ Mr. Pine; bég tiow lefs apprehenfive 
of any thing to difturb him, looked owe 
for a convenient place tobuild a hut to 
Mhelter hiti and his family from the wea- 
ther. ; and in about a week’s time, midó- 
a room large enobgh to hold them Alf 
and their foods ;.and put up hammocks 
for his familf to fleep ia. 

Having lived io this manner fall font 
mouths, without feeing or hearing any 
thing to diftarb them, they found thé 
land they were in poffeflion of to be an 
land, disjoining and ott of fight of any 
other land, dninhabited by any but them- 
felges, and that iHére was no hurtful 
bealts to annoy. them. _ Bat, om thé 
contrary, the country was very pleafane, 


‘being always clothed in green, and full 


of agrecable fruits, and variety of birds, 
evér warm, and never colder than ia 
England in September : fo that this 
place (had itthecultore that (kilful peo- 
ple might beftow on it) wouid prove 2 
paradife. 
„The woods afforded them a fort of 
nuts a3 big as large apples ; whofe ker- 
nel being pleafant and dry, they madé 
¥fe of inftead of bread, together witli 
thé fowl before mentioned, and a fortof 
water fowl like dicks, and their eggs 4 
and a beaft about the fize of a goat, and 
alinoft fach a like creature, which bro’t, 
forth two young opes at a time and that 
twicé a year, of which the low lands & 
woods are very full $ and being harmle(s 
and tame, they could eafily take and kill 
them; fifh alfo, efpecially fhell fifi, 
were in great plenty ; fo that, in.effe,' 
they wanted nothiog of food for fubfift- 
ence, as : 
After being in pofk iion of this cotin- 
trp foll GX months, nature pat them id 
mind ofthe great command of the Al- 
mighty to or fir paréots, as if they 
had been condiscted thither by the hard 
of Providence to people a new world ; . 
and in this refpect they.proved mot un- 
frisitfal, for in lefs than a twelve month, . 


„from their firft arzival on thisiftand, thé 


females proved with child, aod comiog 
at different feafons they werea great help 
to one another. The worsen had their 
teamings annually, and the ,childien 
proved ftropg and healthy. Their fae 
mi'yincresf.d, they were now weil fa- 
tisfed wish their condition : For there 
was nothicg to hurethem. The warmth 
of the élimate made itagreeab è for th: ns 
to go abroad fumetimes, and they re- 
p fed thenfelves cn the bark, thded

Thinkihg it expedient to pidvide for 
apother generation, He gave his eldek 
fon a ware ; and took eare to match the 
rèit ag faf as they grew up and were ca 
pable And, left they thonld incuniber 
one another, he appointed his foas habi 
tations at fome diftance from him; for, 
growing in years, hedid-not like the aa- 
néyance of young compaoy. 

After having lived to the iztis 
eth year of his age; and the forti- 
éth of his being in poficfiion of thie 
ifland, he fummoned his whole peo- 
pie together, children, grand-chil- 
dren, and great grand-children, a- 
mounting to 565, of all forts. He 
took the males of one family and 
married chem to the females ot an- 
other, not permitting any to marry 
their fifters, as they did at fir out 
of neceffity, 


Having taught fome of his chil- 
ären tə read, he laid them under 
an injunction to read the bible once 
a month at their general meeting® 

Three of his wives being dead, 
vi2 the Negro woman, and the o~ 


ther two who had been fervant ` 


maids to his m Rer, fe who was 
his mafter’s daughter furvived them 
twelve years. They were buried 
in a place he had fet apare for that 
purpofe, fixing for his own inter- 
ment the middle part, fo that two 
ot his wives miglit lie om one fide 
åF him, and two on the other ; 
with his chief favorites on each fide 
nex: to Him. 

Arriving to the cightieth year of 
his age, and fixtie:ły of his coming 
to this ifland, he called his people 
together a f:cond time 3 the nuni- 
ber of which amounted to 1789 t 
And having informed them ot the 
manners of Europe, and charged 
them to remember the Chriftian 


Religion, after the manner of thole 


who {pake the fame Janguage, and 
to admit of noother, if any fhould 
come and find them out; and pray~ 
ing to God to continue the multi~ 
plication of them, and fend chem 
the crue light of his Gufpel, he 
difm Fd ibem.

What a turn 
to pridé and narrownefs and domination 
has it given the clerical character ? What 
Struggles has it produced in its members 
to accommodate their opinions to the 
fubferiptions & tefls which it impois ? 
What a perverfion of lesraing has it oc- 
cafioned to dctend obfolete creeds and 
abfiardities ? What aburthen is it on 
the conftiences of fome df-its beft clergy, 
who, ia coufedscace of being bound 
down tos f;ftetm they do mot approve, 
aod having no fupport except that which 
they derive from conforming to it, fnd 
themfelves ander the hard neceffity “of 
either prevarieatiog or fterving ’? ——= 
Mo ene tonbta but that fhe Eaglith cler- 
ey ia general could with more truth dé- 
¢laré that they do not, than that they 
do give their unfeigned aient to all and 
every thing contained in the thirty-mige 
Articlesand the Book of Common Pray- 
er ; and yet, with a [olemn declaration 
to this purpofe, aré shey obliged to enter 
upor an office which above all offices 
tcquirce thofe who exercife it to be ex- 
amples of fiaxplicity and fincerity., Who 
ue help execrating the catife of fach an 
evil ? 

But whatl with moft to tirgs-is the 
tendency of religious eftablifiments to 
impede the improvement of the world. 
They are boundaries prefetibed by hu- 
man folly to human iavefligation ; and 
iacloftires which intercept the light aod 
confine the exertions ofresfon.

vil eftablithmests of religion are more 
pernicious. So apt are mankind to 
mifreprefent the chracter of the Deity, 
and to connect his favor with particular 
modes of faith, thar it muft be expected, 
that a religion fo fettled will be what it 
has hitherto beea—a gloomy and cruel 


fuperfiticn bearlug thy vame of religt- 
pss 


Tt has been long a Tabjedt of difpiite, 
which is wortt in its effects on fogiety, 
Tach a religion or fpeculative Atheifin.

r~ ATHRBISM leaves us to the fallin- 

uence of moft of-our natural feelings & 
{oeial principles ; aad thefe are lo ftrong 
in their operation, that in general they 
are a fofficient giiard to the order of 
foeiety. But fuperflition cointeratts 
thefe principles, by holdiog forth men 
to one another as objects of divine hatreds 
and by ptitting them op harralling, fi- 
leacing, imptifoning and burning one 
another in order to do God fervice.——+ 
Atheifim is a fanétuary for vice by taking 
away the motives to virtue arifing from 


>the will of God and the fear of a futare 


judgment. But fuperflitionis more 2 
fanétuary for vice, By teaching men 
ways of pleafisg God without moral 
virtixe, and by leading them even to 
compousd for wickednefs by ritual fer- 
vices, by bodily penances aod mortifica- 


tidas, by adoring fhrines, going pilgri- . 


Mages, laying many prayers, receiving 
abfolution from the priek, exterminating 
heretics, &c. Atheifm deftroys the 
facrednefy and obligation of an oath. 


But is there not alfo a religion (fo called}. 


which doés this, by teathing that there 
is a power which can difpenfe with the 


obligation of oaths, that pions frauds-are - 
right, aud faith is not to be kept ‘with. 


heretics. 2 
It is indeed only a rational and liberal 
religion ; a religioa fotinded oa juft no-

This is the religion that every colighten- 
ed friend to mankind will be zealous to 
promote, But it isa religion thar the 
powers of the world know little of, and 
which will always be belt promoted by 
being left fiee aad open.

Chriftianity teaches us that there is none 
good but one, that is God ; that he will- 
eth all men to be faved, and. will punith 
nothing but wickednels; that he delires 
mercy and hot facrifice (beacvolence ra- 
ther than rituals ;) that loving him with 
allour hearts, aad loving our neighbour 
as ourfelves, is the whole of our duty ; 
abd that ia every nation he. that feareth 
him'and worketh righteotfnels is accep- 
ed of him. It refs its authority on the 
power of God, not of man; refe's itfelf 
entirely to the underftanding of mea ; 
tiakes us thefubjeéts of a kingdom that 
is not of this world ! and requires us to 
elevate our minds above temporal emo 

lomears, and to look forwards toa Rate 
beyond the grave, where a government

Dr. Hey fhamdireéted the maxillary 
antrum, (or hollow part of the 
cheek bone)-to be opened, where 
her pain was feated ; aftet finfeat= 
-ing fome decoction of bark for a 
few days, a frightful infect was ex- 
tracted about an inch long and 
thicker than-a goofe-quill.—,She 
had a remiffion of her complaint 
for feveral hOGrs-—but it returned, 
and another infe& was feen at the 
orifice, but could not be extracted, 
Two days after this the fecond in+ 
fect was dilcharged, iù form and 
fize like the fir ; and fome time 
from thence the fragments of a 3d, 
which procured her long intervals 
of eafe, though the laft accounts of

The above narrative, however 
wonderful, weare affured is ftrict- 
ly crue. The fubftance of it was 
tranfmitted by Dr. Heyfham, a 
Phyfician of characterat Newcaftle, 
to Mr. Latham, F. R. S. at Dart» 
ford, in Kent, Mrs. Liddel is 
near 60 years of age, and has been 
accuftomed to take large quantities 
of fnuff. ;

which wouid alf» confume the murdered 
bodies, and prevent any pcffible meang 
of difcovéry ; and to make all fure, they 
brought the fervant maid's body from 
under the ice, and laid it down by hee 
livjog matter. Afiér this well laid plot, 
they fat tHe.hoii’e on fire and Aed wit 
their booty. The little boy who wag 
hid tinder the bed, wad forced fron 
thenes by the fmoke. and the father per- 
ceiving the child, called to him and de. 
fired bi to take a knife out of his pocket 
and cut the cord frorn off his bandé, 
which the child did; the father being 
this clearéd, took his little fon in hig 
arms, aod miadé his way through the’ 
flames, ahd itamediztély retired into thé 
covered part df tht town, for fear of be- 
ing difcovered by any of the villains who 
might be fill lurking near the place, 
The houft and oùt houfe being all in 
Aimes, the governor ordered the gates td, 
be opened, ard fnt ott a party of men 
to try to fave what théy could from the 
thé fire: but Before they could get to 
the place all wa) birot to the grounds 
fo that thé plot of thofe villains was fo 
well laid, that if it had not been owing 
to tke thiraculous prefervation of the 
child ahd his father, it might have re- 
mained a feerét to this day. The hud 
lord difcovered him{cIf to the officer that 
wa% at the héadi of the detachment, ine 
treated that he might be privately carri. 
eğ to the governor, to whem he difcovtr- 
ed the whole of this dreadful {cene, and 
who gave orders to fecmre and examine 
all petfons who fha!l ene” the town that 
morning; by which cod ion the villains, 
apprehending themfelvcs fecure from c- 
very pe ibility of difcovery, as all evidence 
bad perifhed in the fire, were, on their 
entering the town every one taken.”

A remarkable IupostT ure diftovered at 
thé diffo'ation of ‘monafizries,  ~ 
Among the impotiures difcovered in 
our old monafteries ia the reign of King 
Heary VIH, there was one very remark- 
able, At Hales, in the county of Glon: 
clier, had been thown, during feveral 
ages, the blood of Chrift brought from 
Jecufalem : and it is cafy to imagiae the 
veneration with which fach a relie was 
regarded. A miraculous circumfance, 
alfo attended this mitaculons relie: the 
facred blood was not vifible ¿p any one 
in mortal fin, even when fet bifore him ; 
aod till he had performed’ pood works 
fuffisient for his abfolution, it would 
hot deign to difcover itfelf to him. At 


whole contrivance was difcovered. Two 
of the monks who were let isto the fe- 
ciet, had taken the blood of a duck, 
which they 1esewed every week ; they 
put it into a phial, one fide of whieh 
conGfted of thin and tranfparent eryftal, 
the other of thick and obfcure. When 
any rich pilgrim arrived, they were fure 
to how hiin ‘the dark fide of the phial, 
till tnaffes and offerings had expiated his 
offences, and then finding his money, or 
patience, or faith, near exhaufted, they 
made him happy by turning the phial.

T H E injury which civil eftablifh 


ments do to Chriftianity may be 
derations. 


' Firlt. The fpirit of religious efta- 
blifhments is oppofite to the pirit of 
Chriftianity. It is a fpirit of pride and 
tyranny in oppofiticn to the Chriftian 
lowly fpirit; a contra&tcd and felfith 
fpirit, in oppofition to the Chriflian en- 
larged and benevolent fpirit; the fpirit 
of the world in oppofition to the Chrifti- 
àn heavenly fpirit. 

Secondly. Religious eftablifhments 
are-founded on a claim of authority in 
the Chriftian charch which overthrows 
Çhrif’s authority. He has ia the {crip- 
tases given his followers 4 code of laws, 
fo which he requires them to adhere as 
their only guide. Bat the language of 
the framers of chureh eftablifhments is 
“We have authority in controverjies of 
u fáith and power to decree rites and cere 
“monies, Weare the deputies of Chrift 
“ upon earth, who have been commiffi 
oned by him to iaterpret his Jaws, and 
èt to rule his church. You mult there- 
“fore follow us. The fcripttres are in- 
“fufficient. Odr interprerations you 

“math receive as Chrift’s Jaws; our 
“ creeds as his doctrine ; our inveations 
as inflitutions,” 

It is evident, as the excellent Hoab 
LY has fhewn, that thefe claims turo 
Chri oat of the government of his ows 
kingdom, aod place ufurpers on his 
throne.—They are therefore derogatory 
tohis honor ; and a fubmiffion to thèm 
is a breach of the allegiance due to him. 
They have been almoĝ fatal to trae Chrif 
tianity ; and attemmpts to enforce them by 
civil penalties, have watered the Chrif- 
tian world with the blood of faints and 
Martyrs, ` 
_ Thirdly. The difficulty of introduc- 
ing alteratiocs}nto church e(tablifhaieats 
after they have been once formed, is’a- 
Rother objection to them.

enlightened ; but withont any effect on 
the eftablifhment, Not a ray of the 
increafing light has penetzated it. Not 
ope imperfectiod, however grofs, has 
beca removed The fame articles of 
faith are fub{cribed. The fame ritnél 
of devotion is practifed—There is reae 
fon to fear that the abfolution of the fick 
which forms a part of thistitual, is often 
teforted to as a paffpore to heaven after 
a wicked life; and yet it is continued. 
-——Perhaps nothing more flocking to 
reafon and humanity ever made a part of 
a religious fyftem than the damning 
claufes in the Athanafian creed ; and yet 
the obligation of the clergy to declare 
affent to this creed, aud to read it as 
a part of the public devotion, rë- 
mains l 

The neceffary confequence of fuch a 
{late of things is, that, 

Fourthly, Chriflianity itfelt is dif- 
graced, and that all religion comes to 
be confidered asa Rate trick, and a bar- 
baroks mummery. It is well known 
that in fome Popii countries there are 
few Chriftians among the higher ranks 
of;men, the religion of the flate being 
in thofe countries miftaken for the reli 
gion of the gofpel. This indeed fhews 
a criminal inattention ia thofe who fall 
into fuch a miftake ; for they ought to 
confider that Chriftianity has been priev 
guily corrupted, and that their ideas of 
of them at the end of certain terms. This 
will leave thers always open to improve- 
ment, without any danger of thefe convulft 
ons which have ufually attended the correc- 
tions of abufes when they have acquired a

—— There is probably a greater number 
of rational Chriftians {a is, of Chrif- 
tians upon enquiry) in England, than ig 
all Popih countries. The reafon is, 
that „the Jeligious' eflablihment here 
is Popery reformed ; and that a confidere 
able body diffent from it, and are often 
inculcating the neceftity of diftioguiih- 
ing between the Chrifliànity eftablifhed 


by law and that which is taught.in thë. 


Bible --—-—-Certain-it is, that till this 
diftingtion is made, Chriftianity can 
never recover itsjuft crèdit and ufefil- 
nels. : 
Such then art the effects of civil 
eftablifhments of religion, May 
Heaven foon put an end to them. 
Te world wil) never be generally 
wife or virtuous or happy, till thefe 
enemies to it peate and improve~ 
ment dre demolifhed. Thanks be 
to God they are giving way before 
increafing light. Let them never 
fhew themfelves in America. Let 
no fuch monfter be known there 
as HUMAN AUTHORITY IN MATTERS 
CF RELIGION, Let every honek 
and peaceable mdn, whatever is hig 
faith, be protected there ; and find 
an effectual defence againft the ai= 
tacks of bigotry and intolerance. 
In the United States may religion 
flourifh. They cannot bë very 
greatand happy if it does not. But 
let it be a better religion than moft 
of tkofe which have been hitherto 
profeffed in the world, t 
a religion which enfortes moral 
obligations ; not a-religion which 
relaxes and evades them.—A to- 
lerant and Catholic religion ; not 
a rage for profelitifm.—A religion 
of peace & charity ; nota religion 
that perfecutes, curfes and datins, 
—Ina word, let it be the, ge- 
nuine Gofpel of peace lifting above 
the world, warming the heart with 
the Jove of God and his creatures, 
and fuftaining the fortitude of geod

-It appears farther from .he pre- 
ceeding obfervations, that I cannot 
But diflike thereligious tefts whieh 
makea part of feveral of the Ame- 
rican conftitutions.—~In the Maf- 
fachufett’s conftitution itis ordered, 
that all who take feats in the Houfe 
of Reprefentative or Senate hall 
declare “cheir firm perfuafion of 
ss che truth of the Chriftian religi- 
s on.” The fame is required by 
the Maryland c¢onfticution, as a 
condition of being admitted into 
any places of profit or trut, In 
Pennfylvania every meinber of the 
Houle of Reprefentatives is requir- 
ed todeclare, thathe acknowledges 
the * Scriptures of the Old and 
“‘New-Teltament to bë given by 
& divine infpiration.” Inthe ftate 
of Delaware, that ** he believesin 
** God the Father, and in Jefus 
“ Chrift his only Sori,- and in the 
s* Holy Ghot, one God bleffed 
* forever-more.” All hisis more 
than is required even in England, 
where, though every perfon how~ 
ever debauched ér dtheiftical is re- 
quired to receive the fa¢ranient ag 
a qualification for isferior places, 
no other religious teft ts itmpofed 
on members of parliament than # 
declaration’ againft Popery.— Tt is 
an obfervation no efs juft tNar 
common, that fuch tefls exclude 
only bonet men. The difhroneft 
pever fcruple them.

Thave ja thele “obfervations cxpreif.d 
adiflike of fyflems ; but I have meaat 
only ta condemn that ditachment to them 
as standards of truth which has beea too 
prevalent. : It may be necefuy in edu- 
cation to make tfe of them ; or ofbooks 
explaining them. But they fhould be 
wed only as guides andhelps to enquiry, 
Inftructions in them fhould be attended 
with a fair exhibition of the evidence on 
both fides of every question ; and care 
fhould be taken to induce, as far as pof 
fible, a habit of believiag only an over 
balance of evidence ; and of proportion- 
ing affeat in every cafe to the degree of 
that overbalance, without regarding au- 
thority, antiquity, fiogularity, novelty, 
or any of che prejudices which too com- 
monly icfluence affent:————Nothio 
is fo well fined to produce this habit as 
the study of Mathematics. In thefe 
fciences no-one ever. thinks of giving his 
aflent to a propoftion till he can clearly 
woderstand it, add feeit proved by a 
fair dedndtion from propofitions p:evi 
oufly understood and proved ta thefe 
fciences the mind is inured toclofe aad 
paticat attention 5 fhewn the nature of 
Jast reafoniog ; and taught toform dif- 
tinct ideas, and to expect clear evidenco 
in all cafes before belief, They farnith, 
therefore, the best exercife for the in- 
tellc€tual powers, aad the best defence 
against that credulity dad precipitation 
& confufion of ideas which are the com- 
mos fources of error. 

There is, However, 4 dangjor to be 
avoided here. Mathematical studies may 
abforb the attention too much; and 
when they do, they contract the mind 
by rendering it incapab'é of thinking at 
lage; by difqualifying it for fudgieg ot 
doy evidence except mathenaa’ical ; and, 
cooftqueatly, difpofing isto an unren- 
fonab.ec {cepricifid on all fubjects which 
admit not of fuch evidence —There have 
been many instances of this narrowacfs in 
mathematicians are : 

ùt to retaro from this digrefion,— 
J cannot he'p obferving on this occafion, 
with refpeét to christianity in particular, 
_that education ought to lead toa habit 
of judging of it as it is ia the code. irfelf 
of christianity ; that the doctrines it re 
véals (hould be learat only from a cri-tcal 
and fair enquiry iato the fenfe of this 
code ; and ihat all instruction in it fhou'd 
be a preparation for making this enquiry 
and a communication of affistance in exa- 
mining into th: proofs of its divine origi- 
pal, and in determicingto what a degree 
cf evidence thefe proots amount, after 
allowing’ every difficulty its juft weight. 
This has never yet been the 
‘pra&ice among Christians. The New: 
Testament has beéa reckoned hitherto 
an iofufficient standard of Christian Divi 
nity ; and, therefore, formularies of 
preteading to explain and define it (but 
in reality mifreprefsnting and dithonoriog 


it) have been fubstitnted in its room 5 & 
taching th.fe bas Been ‘called teaching 
Christiani-y And itis very remarkab'e 
that in the Eoglith Univerfities no Lec 
tures on the New- Testament are ever 
read, or evea {uffered to be read ; and 
that, through all Chris endom, itis much 
lef äna obj-& of attention than the fyftems 
aud creeds which have been fathered up 

on it. i 

. I will only add on this fubjedt, that 
it isabove all things nece Miry, while in- 


ftru€tion is conveyed, to convey with it 


a fenfe of the ichbecility of the humno 
mind, and ofits great pronenels toerror ; 
and alfa a difpofition, eyen on points 


which feem the moft Elear, to liften to 


objetions, and to confidér nothing as 
involving in it our final Jotereft bite an 
HONEST HEART. 

Nature has fo made us, that an attach- 
meut mult take place within us to opi 
nions once fo:med ; atid it was proper 
that we fhodld be fo made, in order to 
prevent that levity and deiultorinels of 
mind which mult have been the confe 
quence had we been ready to give up our 
Opivions tooeafily and haftily, But this 
natural tendency, However wifcly given 
us, is apt to extend its proper limits, & 
to render us unreafonably tenacious. It 
ought, therefore, like all our other na- 
tnial propensities, to be carefnlly wateh- 
ed and guarded ; and education Mould 
put usupundoing this. An obfervation

© dark = This is, indeed, a very mor- 
tifying fa&t ; bur attention to it is necef- 
fary to care that dogmaticalncfs which 
are fome of the worh enemies to im prove- 
meot.—- Who id there thar does pot re- 
member the time when he was entirely 
fatisfied about} points which deeper re 
fi. étion has thewn to be above his com 
prehenfion ? Who, for inftanee, does 
not remember a time wheo be would have 
wondered at the guellion, “why does 
water inn down mil?” Whatignorant 
mano is there who is not perfnaded that 
he doder (lands thig perfectly ? But every 
improved man knows it to be a queftion 
he cannot anfwer ; and what diflinguifses 
him ia this inflanse from the lefs im 
proved part of msnkiod is his knowing 
this The like is true in numberiefs 
other ioflances.
